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Biographical Data : Volodyrayr Olekslyovyeh KRAVETS was born May 3* 1930 

in the village of Sharino, Uman rayon, Cherkassy Oblast. 

His father died when Kr. was still a child. In 19^1* when the Germans 
were advancing Kr. and his sister were evacuated east and spent the 
German occupation in Western Kazakhstan. Their mother remained behind, 
saying "I'm old, so I'll stay on the native soil." 

Education; Kr. graduated from secondary school in Uman. lie attended j 

uni versa ties in Kharkiv and Kiev, and received the candidate degree 
for his thesis on New Ec. Policy. He is now working for his doctorate. 

While studyin,;, i.. Kharkiv Kr. used the "Ned Archive" where he became familar 
with the writings of Skrypnyk, Valuyev, stenographic records of the 
CP(b)U congresses of the 1920s, but he did not see anything about Khvylovyyi 

Currently he is a docent at the Kiev Folytechnical Institute, where he 
lectures on the history of tue UodR and receives a salary of 3*500 rubles 
per year. 

Party membership : non-party member, former member of KomsomAl 

Military service : Active duty waived, because of university attendance. 

Kr. went through the officer's training at the university and has a rank 

of lieutenant in the "political branch". 

Publications : Kr. said he has published some things, but did not 

indicate where and when. In M^ , 1959 he took part in the 16th Conference 
Of young professors and lecturers in the Kharkiv Aviation Institute, where 
he delivered a paper on "The Final and Complete Victory of Socialism in 
the USSR." 


Trip to the USA : He was on a six-months' visa (September to February) 

The trip was subsidized by the UNESCO fellowship, whic.i paid him 550-^00 
dollars a month. Ho has visited New Yrk, Washington, Los Angeles, dan

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Purpose of the trips Oficially registered with UNL6C0 to study the 
American system of higher education for the purpose of comparison with 
that of the USSh. In conversations explained, somewhat unciearly, that 
he is here to study the influence of technology on hi , her education* 

In one conversation he hinted, perhaps unwittingly, that he is studying 
the American "Sovietology"* from his readings (besides such things as 
Ian PlemiidLntfs Goldfinger * which he read for personal interest) it is 
assumed that he was doing research on the so-called Hideology of anti- 
communism" -- actually the way American publications write about 
Communism, with a view to defeat its influences in the USA*. 

He read such things as the books by Herbert Hoover, Wolf, Pipes, Peinsod etc* 
lie visited the Dept. of Education, where he could obtain little material 
for his official project, and spent only x half a day there* Then returned 
to t.ie Slavic hivisiun of the Library of Congress, where "1 have enough 
to do for a whole year, and even then I would not be through*" 

Personal Chirac tferia t.ica; ICr. io calm, careful, serious and quiet. Looks 
like a typical Soviet man in his upbringing and views* He is a convinced 
Marxist and probably an atheisf', although he was baptized in the church 
—"it was grandmother’s wish." He is also a convinced "internationalist" 
putting everything "Soviet" before "Ukrainian" and seeing the best answer 
in the "union of nations". Along with this Xr. believes in the Lenin's 
nationality policy, which is now practised in the USSK. But on the whole 
he has the "lit le Xussian" outlook, prefers to say that the nationality 
policy is not his convern — "1 am a historian, s udent of the modern 
history of the USSH," "I am not an expert in the nationality policy, 
besides, that problem is already solved in the USSR," 

He did not ask anything about the Ukrainian emigres in the USA, nor 
was he interested in meeting new people or talking with the emigres. 

Discussions based on SUCHASBIST articles . 

Kr. was given SUCHASNIST nos, 1^2,6,9*10 for 1965. He read the 

recommended articles and then discussed them. 

On Bymonenko ? Until reading the poems, sfcid Kr., he knew nothing about 
him. He used that statement several times when something controversial

When it was suggested that Kr* should go to the Ministry of Culture or the 
Writers Union and say there that Bymonenko should be published, Kr. replied 
that "I am just a small cog, I can’t tell them what to do*" 

About the Odessa affair mentioned in Bymonenko’ s diary, Kr* said he xnew 
exactly how it must have happened: Symfcnenko and probably Vinhranovsky 

and maybe even Orach and Korotych c me to Odessa for the celebration of some 
event, like the anniversary of transferrin,; of Shevchenko's body to the 
Ukraine. They decided to hold an evening of poetry, but the local people 
knowing tne type of distur bers tlu y ar e, decided to prevent them* These 
people wanted to be left alone, so they refused permission for the event. 

Fire in the UkOaP Ac.oO* Bib-ary : Kr. was taken aback by the clandestine 

pampalet about the fire. He diu not question its autuenlAcity , but said that 
the writer must have been a "determined anti-Soviet" and that he wrote very 
"subjectively.'' He just would not believe that anyone of the government n 
or party officials would dream up such a taing as the fire* Kr. insisted 
that the fire was started by a madman Pohruahalsky, who carried on a personal 
feud with the head of the library. But Kr. could hot give any answers to 
the accusations in the pamphlet, saying again that he was not too familiar 
with the affair. He was angry with the Kiev cretins (meanin,, officials) 
for xvkvxvsbxkxjcxg their failure to rebut the pump ale * to this day. 
he said iue idea of trying to hide sensation .1 events was a Carryover 
from the "period of the c -ersonaliLy cult," and cited as a similar example 
tue landslide in Kiev which ue^troyed a number of homes and killed many people.

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Two weeks later, however, af ter Kr. probably bad a chance to get more 
instruction** at the Goviet Embassy, he hp&ke again about the lire, and tnl- 
time knew many more details. He said Pohruzhulaky burned the books 
a floor at a time, and tuo~e that woulu not burn, he tore up. When the 
firemen arrived, they doused the fire on one floor and left. After a 
while, there was unotuer alarm — fire on another floor, etc. He said 
ike he had not heard anything about any phospaorus strips, and doubted 
that the lire was planned or inspitred by any ofiicial persons. 

On Lviv lawyers : He has not heard anything und refused to discuss it. 

On the Stained glass window in Kiev U. : He has heard about it, but 

does not know the details. After rea, ing about it in SUCHAGNIST, he agrees 

with the official decision to remove it. The inscription chosen was 

not appropriate. The students enter the building, and Ghevchenko looks at 
them, saying "Slaves, I will place my word on guard fo. you/* He compared 
it to the possibility of an toex incription from Ghevchenko; "Arise, break your 
chains." Surely that wo .Id have *nevej’ been allowed. He does not blame the 
artists, because they created as the spirit moved them, but he does blame the 
Hector of the university, who must have seen it before granting permission 
to install it. Kr, said he is sure the Hector has been reprimanded already. 
Kr. feels that the committee headed by Boychenko, secretary of the CC CPU for 
propaganda, whom Kr, knows personally, did the right thing in not approving 
the window. But he doubts chat the thing was shattered and boarded up. 

On Lebed* s article: lie did not know who Lebed is. Asked whether he is a 
relative of the Communist leader by the same name. It was explained to 
him who L. is. Kr. aid he diet not like ML's statement that Soviet tourista 
are spies and KGB operatives. He said an ideas about changing the present 
structure of the UGGK are doomed to failure • 


On schools for U krainians in UGsH: he read Hakhmunoy's article and said 
he heard there were some xx Ukr. sch . Is in Kazakhstan, but he was not 
sure about that. Again he said this was not one of his interests.
